EX-GOV. WILLIS NOMINATED 
TO 
SUCCEED 
HARDING 
IN IT. S. SENATE. 
Frank B. Willis, former Governor of Ohio and Republican 
nominee for the United States Senatorship, on Wednesday con­ 
ferred with Senator Warren G. Harding, Republican candidate 
for the presidency, at Marion. 
Willis was elated over the returns of the Republican primary 
election, in which he was shown to be an easy winner over his 
rivals for the Senate seat now occupied by Harding. The former 
Governor will leave soon for a speaking tour in Kansas. 
“The primary election campaign in Ohio has been animated,” 
said he, “but no personalities were injected into it at any time. 
All the candidates devoted their work to the discussion of issues, 
and I don’t think there will be an uncomfortable feeling any­ 
where. 
The party is in excellent condition to back the ticket, 
and there will be no disaffections growing out of the contest. 
After my speaking engagements are fulfilled in Kansas and New 
York I will be at the service of the State and National Committees 
for the campaign, and will go wherever they send me.” 
The latest reported result of the contest of the candidates for 
Senator Harding’s present office is as follows: Frank B. Willis, 
121,533; Walter F. Brown, 83,525; Judge R. M. Wanamaker, 48,- 
272; Macey Walcutt. 6.923; J. Y. Walser. 6,103. 
We have heretofore published the statement of Congress­ 
man Fess, telling why he was going 
to vote for Brown 
for 
Senator, but saying on account of his position as Chairman of 
the Congressional campaign committee, he did not attempt to 
influence anyone else to do so. It seems he attempted to influence 
Frank B. Willis not to enter the race, but Willis did enter the 
race, and won out nicely. Willis is considered a clean and good 
man. He will make a splendid successor to Mr. Harding in the

The dictionary meaning of the word “Strategy” is the use 
of artifice in carrying out some design. It is claimed that we have 
ia case in point in the nomination, on Tuesday, of Henry L. Davis, 
former Mayor of Cleveland, as the Republican candidate for 
Governor this fall, in keeping on the ticket three other Candidates 
for the office. Reports showed that the rural vote was divided 
between Ralph D. Cole and Congressman Roscoe C. McCullach, 
vof Canton, thus vindicating the strategy of the Davis manage­ 
ment outlined when the campaign was begun, and also in the 
■encouragement of David Wesley Wood, of Mt. Vernon, now at 
the State Soldiers’ Home at Sandusky, to remain before the voters 
as the last candidate of the veterans of the Civil War. • 
The returns show that the division of the total vote saved 
Davis, but who is in the minority by almost 60.000. McCulloch, 
who finished third, will receive more than 62.000 and Wood over 
14,000. 
This same condition is found in the Senatorial contest, which 
was won easily by former Governor Frank B. Willis over former 
State Chairman Walter F. Brown, of Toledo; Justice Reuben M. 
Wanamaker. of Akron; Macy Walcutt, of Fairfield County, and 
J. P. Walser, of Akron. 
While Davis's lead over Brown, his nearest competitor, is a 
long one. he is in the minority in the total by almost 25,000. 
Justice Wanamaker, who was third, drew almost 50,000 votes 
which, if they had gone to Brown, would have resulted in Willis’s 
defeat. 
Both he and Congressman McCulloch were rated high, 
but the results make it clear that they merely were the pawns in 
the game of men more skillful, if not so well eqipped. 
We are not able to say whether this 
kind of strategy in 
keeping “pawns” in the field as candidates played a part in oui* 
local election on Tuesday, but are inclined to the opinion that all 
che candidates were bonafide seekers for the several offices.
